CHLORIDE.— A  paper  coated  with  an  emulsion  of  silver 
ch.oride  in  gelatine.

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GUM. — This  piocoss  involves  the  samo  kind  of  tlipmiral 
action  as  the  carbon  process,  but  jruni  arabic  is  used  instead 
of  gelatine  to  hold  the  pifjnient.  The  sensitive  coatinj;  is  pre- 
pared and  applied  to  the  paper  by  the  user  himself  as  he 
wishes  to  use  it.  Development  is  effected  with  co'd  water  and 
there  is  no  transfer  of  the  imaffe  re(|uired  to  another  .-support 
as  in  the  carbon  process.  The  cost  of  materials  for  this  pro- 
ce.ss  is  almost  neyliKible,  but  the  skill  to  use  them  is  some- 
thinjr  that  is  acciuired  by  but  few.  The  fsum  process  },'ives 
broad,  sketchy  effects  and  tends  to  subdue  fine  detail  in  the 
imajre,  the  color  of  which  depends  entirely  upon  the  color  of 
the  pigment  used.  Part  of  the  imajje  may  be  printed  in  one 
color  and  part  in  another  by  superimposed  printinjrs,  and 
.several  of  the  pictures  in  this  e.xhibition  are  "multiple  >;ums" 
produced  in  this  way.  This  is  a  process  for  the  artist  photo- 
grapher.    It  is  almost  never  used  commercially. 

OIL. — This  is  another  process  that  is  e.xclusively  for  the 
artist  photofjrapher.  Paper  coated  with  plain  gelatine  is 
.sensitized  with  bichromate  of  potassium  and  printed  under  a 
nejrative.  Tho.se  parts  affected  by  lijjht  actjuire  the  property, 
when  wet,  of  retaining  greasy  uijjment  such  as  lithojcraphic 
inks.  The  pifjment  is  applied  with  a  brush  by  daubing  action, 
but  almost  unlimited  scope  is  available  to  the  artist  as  to  the 
kind  of  imajfe  he  may  build  up  with  his  brush.  Any  color  of 
pijjment  may  be  used. 

BROMOIL. — A  modification  of  the  oil  process,  in  which  a 
bromide  print  is  bleached  out  ami  then  treated  as  above,  is 
known  as  the  Bromoil  process. 

PLATIXUiM. — A  process  in  which  the  final  imajye  is  pro- 
duced in  the  metal  platinum.  It  cannot  be  produced  directly 
in  platinum,  but  this  must  be  done  with  the  aid  of  .salts  of 
iron.  The  image  is  printed  out  to  partial  visibility  and  then 
developed  to  full  strength.  The  special  duality  of  platinum  is 
the  beautiful,  clear,  flat  image,  integral  with  the  surface  of 
the  paper  support  and  with  entire  absence  of  sheen  or  lustre. 
Platinum  paper  almost  ceased  to  be  manufactured  during  the 
war  owing  to  the  fact  that  all  the  available  supply  of  platinum 
was  reciuiied  for  war  purposes.
